ignorance of our European critics, 

in degrading the literature and 
poetry of the Persians. 

Poetry has in all languages been 
selected as the wahiele of senti- 
ment and imagery ; and addressing 
_ itself to the ear and to the imagi- 
nation, it sheds that inexpressible 
charm over langunge, which me- 
lody does over sound, and the 
play of light and shade over an 
autumn landscape; and the man 
that can read, and even hear read 
food Persian verses, so superior 
as they are in their cadence and 
rhyme to any other poetry, 
without delighting in and enjoying 
them, must be rather pitied for a 
want of taste, than reasoned into 
a relish of them, 

During these casual notices of 
the Persian poets, it is not so much 
OQ want of materials, for there are 
many books of the lives of them 
chie#ly written since the decline of 
Persian poetry, but it is my power 
of combating prejudice and igno- 
horance in rendering them inte- 
resting to the sheer European scho- 
lar, that I have to complain of. I 
do-not believe that there is a more 
liberal body of public men to be 
found any where than the Direc: 
tors of the East-India Company ; 
but they cannot be expected to 
engage in the minutie of oriental 
literature, more particularly now 
that they have so many : 


their duties abroad they must have 

had much practical knowledge of 
the oriental languages; und as 
some of them have for many 
years held their present lucrative 
home offices, it is to be hoped 
that they have acquired obo o 
ferred knowledge of them; and 

ure well qualified, and willing upon 

all occasions to afford their best 
advice; and that in all matters 
purely oriental they will alone be 
consulted. For myself, | have been 
flattered into a belief, that my 
Essays in this Journal have at- j 
tracted the individual attention of 
those learned orientalists, as well 

as of our honourable employers; 
and shall under this pleasing en- 
couragement proceed in my bio-+ 
graphical notices of the Persion 
peets; for eo long as I can reach por- 
ions, if not complete copies of their 
works, I can command the meat je

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so that the immaturity of mental 
decay, or pruriency of carly ou- 
thorship, were not so common and 
fashionable with oriental poets as 
with us, As associated with the 
progress of the human intellect, 
Persia has ever been an object 
worth attention, As a fixed and 
important community it has lasted 
longer than any in the world, being 
far more ancient than that of 
Greece or Rome, and in the best 
days of those two empires havin 

in its wars and politics often divul- 
ed our attention; and, if its real 
history is defective, in consequence 
of the destruction and loss of its 
public archives in the subdaement 
of Alexander and conquest of the 
Saracens, its popular apologues 
transported those bitterest ene- 
mics by their elegance, fancy, and 
gallantry, and interested them to 
un imitation by their verisimilitude 
to true history, and by their mo- 
rality. When compared with Eu- 
ropeans there is this peculiar cir- 
cumstance attending the Persiuns, 
of their habits, manners, and lan- 
ruage remaining, we may say, 
almost unaltered; for I question, 
ia subject of Jamshid, Firidown, 
Kai-khosro, or Darius could rise 
from the dead, whether he might 
not make himeeli be understood at 
the court of Fatah Ali Shah, the 
present enlightened sovereign; 
where if not the antient curly head, 
he would meet the same mnjestic 
beard, that was fashionable with 
the gentleman of his time, and the 
same flowing ringlets and black 
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lite literature, which if it had no 
living authors of genius to patro- 
nize,identified itself in the instance 
of the late Shah Karim Khan build- 
ing mosoleums forSadi and Hafiz at 
Shiraz, and in that of the present 
Shah being chiefly ambitious of 
eopying them as the author of a 
Diwan; and the same relish for 
the religious double mennings of 
the mysticism of their poets, ns 
many serious and good Christians 
have of late among ourselves for 
the Seng of Solomon, andsome of 
the Epistles of St. Paul.

1817, they have all the effect and 
poignancy of their original Persian 
anil Arabic text. But that amity 
and grace of style, which Addison 
had so happily copied in his triins- 
lations, and imitated in some origi- 
nal co a imbona have not been 
sufficiently attended toby Hawkes-

As I stated in my last 
Essay, through Milton, Tasso, and 
Virgil, and their collateral classical 
brotherhood, we can trace what is 
considered as the legitimate heroic 
poetry of agi, up to Flomer, 
of whom not only in their general 
but in most of the subordi- 
nate parts they are servile copyists ; 
for though Virgil, our critics tell 
us, set out with adesignof draw- 
ing from the sources of nature, he 
was soon diverted from that at- 
tempt by finding in Aristotle that 
“ Nature and Homer were the 
same!” How fortunate it was for 
the originality of many of our best 
European compositions,that Dante, 
Ariosto, and other interesting 
poets on the continent, were not 
aware of this; and that Shakespeare 
in particular among ourselves was 
not sufficiently read to know it; 
for however colons his fine 
nius may be to the Stagyrites 
Sdes there ig scarce a beauty in 
the Greek, Latin, Italian, or 
French classics, as they call them- 
selves, that we cannot parallel from 
him, expressed in language more 
simple, more elegant, and more 
natural than by our own Philo- 
Greeks Milton or Pope, Mason or 
Gray. Unless readily understood,

been laid on the shelf; but the truth 
is, that we seem to hold fine compo-

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ACCOUNT OF THE PRESENT, COMPARED WITH THE ANCIENT 
STATE OF BABYLON, 
By Carrais Eowaap Frepewiceh, of the Bombay Establihment.

_Banvies, the capital of Chalten and 
eve of the met ancient cities in the world, 
is said to lave been founded by Gelus, 
and ¢mbellished by Semiramis, the war- 
like queen of the Evst, and afterwards to 
hove been purticulany repalred, enlarged, 
aml bewutifed «by Nebu iaineczar. It is 
described Herodotus as situated In an 
extensive plain, forming & perfect square,

ESSAY ON THE TURQUOISE AND THE CALAITE,

THe term turquoise has been applied to

The oysters were so plentiful here, that

There are several very large pieces of can- 
non, brass and iron, which though digni- 
fied ‘with splendid nuwess e.g. “* the 
Lord of the Boorhanpoor Harnar ™ (six- 
teen miles distant), are mounted oo such 
rude carriages that they can hardly be 
moved tothe right or left, and not one of 
them could be depressed sufficiently to 
bear upon our batteries. The smaller guns, 
if they had thought proper to ase them, 
might have done as much mischief. The 
magazines ure all bomb-proof. There is no 
hill within sliot-range of the place, wearly 
equal in helght to it, except one, which 
is surmounted with narrow rocky crags.

The Aubid; an Eastern Tale, By 

James Atkinson, Esq. London: Biack, 

Kingsbury, Parbury, and Allen, 1519, 

Tas interesting little poem, the 
scene of which is laid in India, 
opens with a description of the 

ntry of a certain religi _ 
festival whichis observed by 
sulmans with such sacred avin 
ence, eapee te an Arab chief, who is 
here introduced to our notice, a3 
seldom attending upon religious or- 
dinances, “ he will pray to-night." 
Within the haram of this chiettain 
there is immersed an individual, 
whose beauty has been faded by 
grief, and whose days are passing 
on in hopelesssorrow. She watches 
the bustling scene before her with 
an eager but mysterious inter- 
est, and while standing at the 
window of her prison, Wether. 
a tale which awakens in her mind 
the recollection of past misfor- 
tunes, and suddenly suspends fora 
time the functions of animated ex- 
istence, The tale is recited by a 
wandering Aubid or Durwesh, a 
man whose life had been sanctified 
by prayer and fasting, and who is 
ewise the hero of th “ poem, and 
the identical individual, the unfor- 
tunate incidents of whose life he 
relates as the sufferings of another,

which depresses the elevation of 
the soul, obscures the expanse of 
heaven, and absolutely confines 
their views to the grossest earthly 
objects immediately within their 
reach. 


Mr. Atkinson is already known 
tous as the free translator of the 
tale of Soohrab,which is one of the 
most interesting portions of the 
Shah Nama, the celebrated epic 
poem, of Persian. The exquisite 
tenderness and touching pathos

Mo- 
hun Ram hos also been removed from 
eee; his conduct in having set he i 
deposed boy having given grvat ce 
to the Ranve and other ladies of the 
Haram, us well os to all the ee 
Takours and relations of the family. The 
"Takoors Chand Sing, Byaec Saul, Foujce 
filam, and Rao Chutter Bhoje, form the 
Rance's privy council, and transact the 
affaira of the state under her direction. 

Sir David Ochterlony arrived lastmonth, 
Rome me agers the birth of the young 
rajah. He called over from Nusserabad 
four troops of the 2d regti of cavalry, and 
two battalions of sepoys, to countenance 
the changes which bave taken place, avi 
which have heen effected without any 
kind of disturbance, to the universal satis- 
faction of the inhabitants of Jespercs anid 
the family Takoors.

Sie :—As the East-Indies com- 
irises a part of the world, wherein 
iscoveries of the highest antiqui- 

ties may reasonably te expected, 
and some of them to my own 
knowledge surpass those hitherto 
observed in other countries, I can- 
not but consider it asa matter of 
surprize that they should have 
passed for so long a period with- 
out attracting amore general spi- 
rit of enquiry than they appear to 
have done. The subjects to which 
IT allude are, there is reason to 
think, the most ancient and indis- 
putable memorials of an unknown 
civilized people of any that can be 
Seti in any country; and 
they contradict in a most eminent 
degree some of our generally re- 
ceived opinions relative to the in- 
vention of fire-arms and gunpow- 
der, and demonstrate clearly that 
they are utterly without founda- 
tion. 

We have evidence of this in the 
enormous species of cannon which 
have been found in rey parts of 
India, and known to the Euro- 
peans resident there for a long 
period of time, without attracting 
any other attention, than a vague, 
and uninteresting degree of sur- 
prize. I have seen some of these 
cannon myself; and I must ex- 
clude from the above remark the 
penetrating mind of Lord Corn- 
wallis, who examined them with 
minute attention, caused their 
dimensions to be taken, and sent 
to the presidency of Fort St. 
George, where the weights of the 
guns were calculated, and the 
weight of iron shot to suit each 
pa aus also determined ; those 
dimensions I believe I am now in 
possession of, but where to lay 
my hands upon them at this mo- 
ment I have nota kn : The 

mincipal dimensions of the larges 
eee geig ofr 
perfectly cylindrical,and was twen- 
ty-nine inches and nine-tenths in 
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diameter, It was twenty feet in 
length, and its thickness at breech 
and muzzle were the same, and to 
the best of my recollection about 
eight or nine inches in thickness, 
Tt was constructed of hammered 
iron of a most perfect nature, not 
liable to ozidation ; for notwith- 
standing its Extreme antiquity, no

analytical survey falls flat to the ground, 
where | shall soon prostrate it, after hay- 
ing first settled the word Dustoor, which 
I grant him ia the singular, having Dusu- 
teer for its Arable ploral, 

The word Dustoor, which is parely Per. 
sian, has a variety of meunings according 
to lis application; for cxuaple, Dustoor 
means “ risier, Vakeel, secretary.” Due 
foor also meons, “" the state of being per- 
mitted to an audience of a high person- 
age."—"* The president of a committee ;" 
“the foreman ofa jury ;" even ™ the falth- 
ful performance of a promise" is called 
Dustoor; with a variety of other mean- 
ings, not oe of which has the slightest 
analogy or resemblance to a book. ‘The 
Persian plurals are Destoorha, which is 
the dual, and Destooran. Our critic con- 
fines the word to mean “ regulations.” 
Te waa about the year cf the Hejira 30, 
corresponding with the year of the Chris- 
tian Afra 652, when the Mahomedan 
power was first established in Persia by 
Omer Kitub; and if from that memorable 
epoch we only cast our eyes back upom 
that well defined field of retrospect lying 
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between that conquest and the commence- 
mentof the rign of the great Cyrus, we 
aball find the Persian empire to have been 
full of every species of homan refinement, 
Can this critic suppose there were no 
poets to celebrate’ the magnificence and 
michty achievements of 3 Cyrus, a Cam- 
byses, a Darius, a Cresns, or a Kerxes? 
Had Persia no langange capable of giving 
utterance to the fancy of the patriot muse 
by which to record the deeds of her be- 
rors? Can we suppose that the terror of 
Athens, daring the alternate administra- 
tions of the refined, the designing, bat 
prudent Themistocles, and the great, the 
just, and wise Aristides, could have ruled 


over an empire with a splendour that 


awed and dazzled the worid with on im- 
perfect language ? and that monarch, too 

a descendant of along race of the aoe 
polished and Wlustriousof kings? Can we 
be so full of folly as to suppose the oldest 
nation on earth in civilization and refine- 
nent to have been beholden to the lin- 
fuare of barbarians who conquered it, 
from 1500 to 2000 years after it had been 
the theme of the respective aimiration of 
Herodotus, Acnophon, Cornelius Nepoa, 
Strabo, Plutarch, and others of equal ce- 
lebrity and veracity ? 

It would have been woecessnry to have 
recourst to the foregolog remarks to prove 
ihe perfection of the Persian language long 
anterior to its acquaintance with the 
Arnbic, were it not intended by the Bengal 
critic to reduce the former to a dependence 
on the latter as the source whence it has 
been supplied with many uscfal words; 
which, if admitted, would enable him to 
impugn the authenticity of the Desefir, 
by reducing its antiquity to a period pos- 
terior to the Mahowedan conquest.

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compelling the archdeacon snd christians 
ta embrace the Romun tepets, ‘The power 

of the archdeacon was diminished for i 
syace of one yeur. 

In Lug, the Portagaese ane the Cochin 
rajah unsembled all the christians in Ma- 
labor, at Uitriamporoor, “They brought 
an axe to split the doors of the chireh in 
that place; and, having entered the 
church, t they bel a syne, when it wis 
decreed that all the Syriuua alontd lay 
aside their own relizion, aod embrace the 
Roman Catholic religion, ‘The archtes- 
con and christiaus, howerer, not being 
willing to comply, were sevtrely perae- 
cuted, and their churches moch spoiled. 

In 1653, Mar Ipuativa, a patriarch, 
came from Antioch, and finned at Mailn- 
pore, ‘T'yro studentr, haring gone thither 
from Malabar to worship, saw the patri- 
arch, aod told him all that the Portuguese 
hal done, ‘The Patriarch sent 0 person, 
ail called the students privately. He 
then gave them letters patent to archded- 
oon Thomas, to aothorie big to asome 
the title of Metran, aod sent them to 
Malabar. They Immediately departed, 
amd on their arrival it Malabar, gave the 
letter to archdeacon ' 

The atchdeacon addressed letters to all 
the Syrian churches ; and, when he: hod

In their persons, both men and women 
are strong aud robust, sod bear a consi- 
erable resemblance to the Tartars ; thelr 
faces are rather broad, and their nosew 
have much of a characteristic flatness, 
The complexion, both of the women and 
the men, is moch falrer than that of the 
natives of Bengal, [0 their carriage and 
manners they have litth of the shyness 
of the Hindoo; they have much more of 
the frankoess of the Ruropeaus. 

The Khio tribe have a custom of tat- 
tooing the faces of their daughters in such 
8 manner as completely to distigure them ; 
this is done before they arrive at the age 
of maturity, and is said to have been in- 
trodoced to keep thelr chiefs from depriv- 
ing them of theirdauchtera. The Hur- 
mana, however, os the female children 
are very fair, contrive to seite them ex- 
ceedingly young, and rear them as do- 
mestica, In case they gel them after their 
faces have bee tattooed, they still retain 
them as slaver , bat employ them In

On the 
principles which it is the business 
of this essay to unfold and urge, 
the consistent Christian may look 
to temporal effects, in weighing 
the expediency of persevering in 
the attempt to convert the natives 
of India: but on the principles on 
which the missionary embarks in 
the undertaking, a politic atten- 
tion to secular considerations is an 
absurd mixture of jarring motives 
and ends. The deliberation and 
complacency with which both the 
conductors and the agents of mis= 
sions to the east voluntarily im- 
pose the curb of 4 temporizing 
policy on the exercise of an office 
solemnly undertaken, and which 
they proclaim to be a spiritual 
duty, involving the immortal in- 
terests of millions of men ex 
hourly to perdition, is scarcely to 
be reconcllad with the deep and 
pervading obligations to missionary 
efforts, which give so much pathos 
to addresses for exciting contriba- 
tions to the funds at home, 

The fundamental measure is the 
voluntary dedication, or the judi- 
cious engagement of missionaries. 
By the 50th article of the Lats 
md Revulations of the Church 
Missionary Society, it is stipulated 
that the missionaries who go out 
under that institution shall be al- 
lowed to visit home, with the per- 
mission of the General Committee. 
The Lord Bishop of Calcutta, in 
his letter to the Boe ociely for propa- 
gating the G in foreign parts,* 
propane sch sabrina: for the pro- 

essors and missiongries to be at- 
tached to the new Mission College 
near Calcutta, as almost seem high 
enough to exclude unemployed

pessuge ; the latitode of Balranald is 
about 57, 20. N. “The paper has been 
transmitted to the Admiralty, agreeably to 
their request. 

SWORD OF NETEORIC IRON, 

In June 1814, Mr. Sowerby had a 
eword-hlale hammered at alow red beat, 
out of a slice of the nicoliferous iron from 
the South of Africa, and supposed to be 
of the same meteoric origin as those 
stony masters which hare been #0 fre 
quectly ween to fall throogh the atnns- 
phere, ‘This blade wos welded into « 
steel haft, and mounted jn steel; It was 
Intended to present it to the Emperor of 
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1820.)

Besides these two principal rivers, how-

_ Among other sources of revenue to the 
king of Heerumba are the various salt pita 
Ia the country, which furnish o suflicient 
abandance of that valuable article for the 
een of Pog on of the kingdom, 
and aeurplas for the purposes of trade 
with ther pelelbeors "ashe cast, the 
south, and the weet, The number of pits 
where salt is coatinoally made are about

The produce of this country is so. abun- 
dant as to render it dependant on other 
cumutried for scarcely any thing beside 
bectle-nut, brase ware, and a little fine 
cloth, “These articles are generally ob-

tained from Bengal. ‘The articles of trade 
whieh are indigenous to the country are, 
amoug others, acoarse kind of silk, term- 
ed moog, bees’ wax, Ivory, cotton, 
timber of various kinds, tame elepluote, 
fime-stone, and w kind of iron ore, capa- 
ble of prodacing a considerable quantity 
of that metal, were the mines properly 
wrought, and the art of smielting it 
re known, As this, however 
a oot the case, they fre mot very 
praluctive. 
~ tn this country there are several water 
falls, one of which ia particolurly remark- 
able, as it bears the mame of Kuplli, the 
celebrated ange, Some gay that the 
height of the waterfall ia near 200 feet ; 
hat this ia far from being certain. To the 
santh, near the independent part of Tri- 
poorn, there is a very large tank with & 
ghant buiftof brick. On these bricks are 
characters so ancient, that no native of 
the country is able to decypher them, nor 
to say more respecting these inacriptions, 
than that they differ from any thing ever 
seen by any of the untives of the country. 
In the vicinity are observable haildings, 
of inet origin of which the natives are 
equally ignorant. 
In their persons the Inhabitants of 
Heerumba are in general strong und ro- 
bust, which characteristic is nearly a 
applicable to the women os to the met.— 
Their countenauces and features bear o 
strong resemblunce to those of the Cchi- 
nese, ‘Their complexion is much fairer 
than that of the ontives of Bengal. In 
their dress the women Imitace the Barman

THE MANNERS OF TWO NATIVES, 


On the Ist April 1219, were landed on 
the beoch of Penang, two negrocs from 
the Andumanw Isiands, captured by the 
erew of a China juik, ‘Their appearance 
éxcifed tuch interest and curiosity, a8 4 
rare of people generally considera a8 
cannibals, ‘The following account was 
communicated to the editor of tie Gazette, 
by a geutleman residing at that presidency, 
who humanely took them under his care. 

“A Chitese fuuk, manned partly by 
Chinese and partly by Hormahs, proored- 
ed to the Auduman Islands, to collect 
echo de Mar; and lyingabout two miles 
from the shore, they observed about eight 
orten of the savages approaching the junk, 
wading through the water. Upon coming 
within o short distance of the veswel, they 
discharged several showers of arrows, 
which severely wounded four of the Chi- 
tee. “The Burmabs gave immedinte pur 
suit in their beat, and after much difii- 
culty took twoof rhe savages pricoocrs.

Sultan the sum of two hundred 
thousand dollars, to be reinstated 
in his autharity.* 

Shortly after our governor had 
arrived here, oy received a letter 
from the youn hes Sultan, informing 
him of these accunaanien an 
ee g assistance, os he con- 

ered his life in danger from his 
eldest brother ; in consequence of 
this application, a body. of one 
hundred sepoys, with a commis- 
sioned officer, were directed to be 
in teadiness to proceed thither, 
and Capt. Salmond. and myself 
were ordered to travel as expedi- 
tiously as possible to Palambang, 
and inform the young Sultan that 
4 party were coming to his protec- 
tion. The morning after my ar- 
rival at Fort Marlbro', Capt. Sal- 
mond and myself set off on our 
mission; and as the governor was 
going toa hill situated a few miles 
in the interior, and which he is 
clearing with the view of building 
a house there, he invited us to 
accompany him and the secretary 
to that place; he had a temporary 
bungalow there, and could there- 
fore accommodate us for the night. 
The next morning alter breakfast 
we took our leave, and set out on 
our journey on foot, and in the 
evening arrived at the house of the 

rincipal native chief of Bencoo- 
en, where. the ambassadors [rom

CORNELIAN MINES NEAR BARO 
(From the Trankactions of the Literary Society of Bombay) a} %

Accomranten by one or two others ac- 
fuated by the same curiosity, 1 left Ba- 
mach (the Hargasa of the ancients, 
Bhreego Khsheto of the Hindoos) oo the 
third of December 1Hl4, about five 
o'clock Pom, ani committed myself to 
the celebrated and sacred strewtm Howa, 
cemmonly called Nurbudda, at the torn 
of the tide.

news, and taking the others into the jolly- 
boat, we polled with all our might to- 
wrarda the stranger: but, olas, whit waa 
our grief to find, after having pulled for 
several hours, that another large reef still 
separated ws from the fishing bout. We 
had thus been pulling bard all the after- 
noon, a3 itwere after a phantom, and the 
night coming on, we resolved to return to 
the reef, there to awalt the day-light,
